Dear Editor and Friends: — 

When I last wrote you I was in 
Regan Barracks, which is something 
over four hundred mfles from here. 
The one battalion of the 15th Infant- 
ry, E F G and H companies, is now 
ABC and D companies of the Slet 
Infantry, a new regiment organized 
over here under the new army bill, 
which allows only one hundred men 
as war strength. The companies 
have been one hundred and fifty 
strong, therefore it caused a split in 
the 16th infantry also the 8tli infan- 
try. A little over a company were 
transferred up here, I being one of 
the hieky fellows. One battalion is 
here; one in Regan barracks and one 
in Los Banos. This causes each bat- 
talion of the Slst to be stationed in 
three different places. There are two 
battalions of the 15th in China but 
they are now considered a full regi- 
ment, as there are 1,200 men in the 
two. T am very well satisfied up here ; 
much better than Regan barracks, al- 
thoagh it was one of the nicest piaees 
I ever saw. This place is only seven 
miles from Manila and a car line 
eomes out tothe post. I hare been 
lucky on transfers and if it keeps the 
pace, I think I will be able to write 
a book entitled "Around the World 
on One Enlistment." A large man- 
euver comes off in October. We ex- 
pect to get a good taste of imitation 
warfture. The 15th cavalry, 8th in- 
fantry and part of the Slst infantry 
are stationed here. We liave a fine 
Y. M. C. A., good moving pictures, 
all kinds of athletic sports. Soldiers 
in quarters are almost like a large 
family. They all get along fine with 
each other; 

I was very sorry to hear of Mr. 
Jordan's death. He certainly was 
nice to me the time I worked for 
him. Well, I suppose the folks did 
not say last winter that the wind 
blowed me in Stanford and I pot my 
feet under Mr. Newland's table. I

Of general interest to tobacco 
growers is the announcement that 
Ibere wfl be held in Lex in gton, Ky., 

on November 23, 24 and 25 the Lex- 
ingrton Burley Tobacco Show, at 
which growers from all parts of the 
district wfll be invited to eoi pe t a 
for prizes ranging up to one hun- 
dred dollars and aggregating one 
thousand doDara. 

Never before has a tobacco show 
of such proportions been held. As a 
rule tobacco shows are a sub-issue 
combined witii oAtbHa of farm pro- 
ducts and the tobacco comes in for 
but little consideration. Differing 
widely from tiie usual practice tiiin 
show to be held at Lexington is for 
tobacco alone, and the amount of 
money to be distributed in prizes 
makes its success asaored. Aside 
from this it has the backing of the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station, tbe Lexington Board of 
Commerce, the Lexington Rotary 
Club, the Lexington Tobacco Board 
of Trade and the prominent men of 
the Blue Grass section. 

The show is for bona fide pro- 
duces only, and none other will be 
allowed to compete, and aU samples 
must be of the 1916 crop. In addi 
tion to the exhibits of iine tobacco 
it is planned to make this a gigantic 
three days convention of tobacco 
growers to discuss improved methods 
of producing, curing and marketing 
the tnp. Men of national ^mni 
nence in the various branches have 
been invited to attend this gathering 
and lead the discussions. 

Numerous features of entertain 
ment have been planned, and it is the 
desire of the promoters to give the 

producer an opportunity to see a 

part at least of the process through 

which the tobacco has to go, before 

becoming the finished product. 

In order that all may be on an 
equal footing and to avoid too great 
competition the Burley belt has been 
divided into eight districts as fol- 
lows: District No. 1, Fayette county; 
No. 2, Woodford, Franldin and An- 
derson counties; No. 8, Jessamine, 
Boyle and Mercer countic?; No. 4, 
Madison, Garrard and Lincoln coun- 
ties; No. 5, Clark, Montgomery and 
Bath counties; No. 6, Bourbon, Nich- 
olas and Harrison counties; No. 7, 
Scott, Owen and Grant counties; No. 
8, the remaining counties of tiie Bur- 
ley belt. 

Samples for display shall be com- 
posed of twelve hands each of lug, 
trash, bright leaf and red leaf. 
Awards ara to be made on tta four 
grades as a whole. A first prize of 
$25.00, second of $15.00, third of 
$10.00 and fourth of $5.00 will 
make a total of thirty-two prizes. In 
addition three grand prizes of $100, 
$50 and $25 will be contested for by 
the eight divnional winners. For ttie 
best twelve hands of cigarette wrap- 
per, all of the district competing 
prizes of $50, $35 r.nd $15 are offer- 
ed. For the best three stalks of Bur- 
ley tobacco grown anywhere in the 
district $50, $35 and $15 will be giv- 
en. 

All samples will remain the prop- 
erty of the exhibitor to be disposed 
of as he may see fit at the close of 

the exhibition evcept the prise win- 
ning samples, which will beco me •the 

property of the show.
